Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

In regards to claim 1 , the prior art discloses of a semiconductor integrated circuit 
device comprising shifter registers comprising first and second switches between 
portions of the shift register to connect the two portions in one situation and connect an 
input to the second portion in another situation, however, the prior art does not directly 
disclose of the first situation being the first switch being turned ON and the second 
switch being turned OFF to connect the first portion to the second portion , nor would it 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to do so. Claims 2 and 3 are also 
allowed as being dependent on claim 1 . 

In regards to claim 4, the prior art discloses of a semiconductor integrated circuit 

s 

device comprising shifter registers comprising first and second switches between 
portions of the shift register to connect the two portions, however, the prior art does not 
directly disclose of the integrated circuit further comprising a switching control portion 
that recognizes situations on the outputs and inputs of the shift registers portions such 
as when they are connected/disconnected and performs the appropriate switching 
controls based on those situations , nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to do so. Claims 5-9 are also allowed as being dependent on claim 4.
